New Sulit Hits ‘Volstead Act. 

Suit attacking the validity of the 
Willis-Campbell amendment to the Vol- 
stead act, barring manufacture and 
sale of beer as medicine, was filed with 
the Supreme court today by Piel 
Bros., former brewers.

PARIS SEES LOOPHOLE 


PARIS, Oct. 16.—[By the Associated | 


Press.}]—Formal advices that the sale 
of liquor on ships is prohibited within 


the three mile limit in United States | 


waters was received by the American 
embassy today for transmission to the 
French government. The state de- 
partment message makes no reference, 
it is stated, to any prohibition or re- 
striction on the possession of liquor by 
ships. It heretofore had been under- 
stood in French government circles 
and by French shipping that it was 
the Washington intention to apply the 
ruling strictly, so that even the pos- 
session of liquor, whether under lock 
or seal, would be a violation of the 
law. even if no liquor had been sold. 

This ruling was received in French 
official and shipping circles as in no 
way interfering with the customary 
practice on vessels of ceasing the sale 
of liquor when the three mile limit 
had been reached. It was also looked 
upon as not interfering with the issue 
of the customary rations of wine to 
the crews of French ships.

REFUGE FOR A MILLION 
GREEKS. 


Eleutherios Venizelos has appealed to the Amer- 
jean government to waive restrictions on Greek 
immigration long enough to admit to thig country 
some 1,000,000 Greek refugees who are fleeing from 
Asia Minor and Constantinople and Greece. Again 
we are called upon in the name of humanity to 
correct the results of European inhumanity. Why 
must it always be the United States which is asked 
to bear the bufden of Burope’s misdeeds? 

Venizelos himself started the Greek imperialist 
invasion of Asia Minor. He did so with the con- 
nivance of Great Britain, and at least the tacit 
consent of France. To be sure, he did not finish 
it. When the Greeks threw him out and recalled 
King Constantine, that monarch pursued the work 
which had been started, with the further approvai 


Poe England. He did not finish it. The Turks did, 


with the assistance of France. Greece marked 
the debacle with a new revolution, and the allies, 
under British direction and Turkish and Russian 
coercion, gave Thrace back to Turkey. 

It was plot and counterplot from start to finish, 
all’‘based upon imperialism, commercial rivalry and 
greed, The ambition of Greece, stimplated by the 
greed of other European nations, has brought 
catastrophe. The United States had nothing what- 
ever to do with it. Now Venizelos asks the United 
States to give asylum to 1,000,000 miserable,victims 
of this stupid and crue) policy. We have given 
something like $4,000,000,000 out of hand to Huro- 
pean and Asiatic victims of imperialism since 1914, 
through Red Cross, ¥. M. C. A., special famine 
relief, and other good works. Still we are hated 
and abused and held fin contempt abroad because 
we desire the return, not of that $4,000,000,000 gift 
but @f $11,000,000,000 loaned that the allies might 
save themselves from.German militancy. Now we 
are asked to set aside our laws, admit 1,000,000 
penniless refugees, and establish a precedent for 
admission of more millions from other countries 
who inevitably will be victims of further European 
intrigue. It must not be done.

Britain wants 
more whites on the other side of ‘that canal to 
help insure that it shall be kept open. There, not 
in the United States, is the logical place of refuge

SHREWD STEEL. 


Pittsburgh steel interests have started a cam- 


| paign for federal improvement of the waterway 


| freight routes on the Ohio river and its tributaries. 
Within that campaign are two important points, 
one of which the steel men explain in detafl, and 
support with logie and evidence, while the other 
is as carefully tgnored. 

The point emphasized is the value to the nation 
of such improved water routes, with their greatly 
reduced freight rates for heavy goods. Such argu- 
ments cannot be impeached. The point ignored in 
th steel men’s campaign is the bearing of such 
improvements upon the » Pittsburgh plus” prac- 
tice, which puts an annual burden estimated at 
$75,000,000 upon the middle west, through the fix- 
ing of rolled steel prices here on the Pittsburgh 
base, plus the freight rate from Pittsburgh. 

More than a year ago, when lack of demand for 
‘steel products caused such competition for busi- 
nes that the “Pittsburgh plus” practice was 
dropped temporarily to stimulate a weak market, 
the Jones & Laughlin company of Pittsburgh in- 
stalled a barge line on the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers. It promptly proved the value of waterways 
for heavy freight. By shipping by barge to river 
markets the company was able to save enough to 
| offset the higher rail freight rates from the Chi- 
cago district to the same market and thus com- 
pete on an even basis. Other mills in the Pitts 
burgh district followed suit with similar resulta. 
They now want the government to improve these 
water routes. That is logical and commendable. 
| Farmers and other shippers of heavy products, 
such ag coal, would profit greatly by such improve- 
ment of waterways. 


But the conditions have changed somewhat since 
the steel mills established these barge lines. De- 
mand for steel has so improved that the “ Pitts- 

burgh plus”’ practice has been restored on numer- 

' ous products. Competition is not so keen. De- 
» mpnd is sufficient to bring about sale of Pittsburgh 
| steel in western territory, even in cormpetition with 
Western steel, which adds $7 a ton or so. imaginary 
freight, to the proper cost of its commcdity.. It is 
deat, then, if demand continues and “ Pittsburgh 
plus” is maintained, Pittsburgh mills can continue 
to collect this $7 a ton internal tariff for imag- 
inary rail freight and at the same time ship by 
water at a saving of 50 per cent, or thereabouts, 
}and add that saving also to their profits, 

That is the point witich should not be overlooked 
when congress comes to consider the proposed wa- 
terway improvements. If “Pittsburgh plus” is 
maintained and the proposed waterway improve- 
ments made, the middle west will pay the double 
taxation of the imaginary rail frejghts from Pitts- 
burgh plus the taxation for funds to make the im- 
provements. That is a little too strong. 

If, on the other hand, the arbitrary dletrinine, 
tion of “ Pittsburgh plus” is removed, the west, by 
saving $3 a ton on all its rolled steel, can afford to 
pay taxes'for the waterway improvements from 
which all should profit. At the same time Chi- 
cago district steel mills can compete on fair terms 
with Pittsburgh mills. 

We want improved waterways, not only on the 
Ohio but from the lakes to the gulf, but we want 
them minus “ Pittsburgh plus.”

The Dewey philosophy is to have . 


healthy habits, to follow them, to be con- 
stantly achieving health, but doing it 
incidentally. If the theory is correct, the 
health faddists belonging to the legion of 
health cults are not healthy, and most 
people think they are not. 

Dewey is a philosopher dealing with the 
workings of the mind rather than those 
of the body. But, as such, he argues 
against separation of the mental and 
physical. I quote: “Doing away once 
and for all with the distinction between 
the moral goods—like the virtues, and the 
natural goods—like health.” I cannot 
quote the pages he uses to develop his 
thought. 

In brief, they show that the person who 
works to promote the health of the people 
is on a par with the person who works 
to promote their morals. 

In fact, health and morals, when deep 
physical and physiological and psycho- 
logical factors are taken into consider- 


_ ation, are closely allied, if not funda- 
_ mentally identical: 


“ Reconstructive Philosophy ” treats of 
attitudes—the attitudes of caste groups 
and individuals toward each other and 
toward life in general. He says: 

“Optimism makes the men who hold it 
callous and blind to the sufferings of the 
less fortunate, or ready to find the cause 
of the troubles of others in their vicious- 
ness.” 

Optimism ag a cure for pessimism, mel- 
ancholy, and some other depressions has 
its place in the scheme of things. As a 
cure for such ills, it is without a peer. 

But optimism as an end, as a mental 
habit, as an unreasoning attitude, is just- 
ly charged with all Dewey says, and 
more.

The soldiers also threat- 
ened to bomb Sultan Selim’s mosque, 
which is one of the world’s most fa- 
mous, both for architectural beauty 
and size. The French informed the 
Greeks that such action not only 
would be a crime against the Turks 
but against civilization. 

The allied troops in the territory, 
whether occupied by Greek troops or 
not, are responsible for order immedi- 
ately upon their arrival. The allies are 
occupying immediate those places 
where, there are no Greek troops. 


Urge Greek Republic. 


ATHENS, Oct. 16.—[By the Asso- 
clated Press.]—The internal political 
situation has suddenly taken an im- 
portant turn through the appearance 
of letters in the Venizelist press favor- 
ing the establishment of a republic in 
Greece. 

The monarchist newspapers repre- 
sent that the Verrizelist party intends 
at the forthcoming elections to strive 
for a national decision favoring a re- 
public with Venizelos as president, but 
many of the Venizelist leaders and 
some of the Venizelist organs disavow 
a republican movement, saying that 
the opinion of a few men should not 
be interpreted as the opinion of the 
whole Venizelist party.

Foster, because of the lack of an ap- 
propriation.: Faherty put Foster on the 


pay roll as a special attorney at $50 a © 


day, and Ettelson disapproved of that. 
Then the board “discharged” Ettel- 
@on as its attorney. 


Ettelson’s Contentions. 

Ettelson, in his brief, asserts that he 
did not know he had been appointed 
attorney for the board. He contends 
he is head of the law department by 
statute as well as by city ordinance, 
and as such is head of the law division 
of the board of local improvements. 
His brief asserts that appropriations 


for lawyers for the board have been. 


made in the form of appropriations 
for assistants to the corporation coun- 
sel. 

Faherty’s reply is that the board by 
statute has the power to appoint its 
attorney and has appointed the cor- 
poration counsel as its attorney back 
to 1901.

Explain New Hospital 
to Test System. 


Millbrook, N. Y¥., Oct. 16—An out- 
line of the definite program and ulti- 
mate possibilities of the unique hospital 
to be erected here for treating human 
ailments not only on physical but along 
spiritual and psychological lines, was 
presented to a conference of ministers 
and laymen of the Episcopal church to- 
dav by Dr. Edward 8. Cowles. 

Dr. Cowles, whose appointment by 
the Episcopal church commission on 
the ministry of healing to take charge 
of the new hospital was announced 
some time ago, told the conference to- 
day that the need of such an institu- 
tion is shown by the way in which 
thousands of persons join new cults

- teaching 
incomplete as the medical teaching in 
the medical schools.” ‘The result, he 
said, was an accession of —e to 
new beliefs. . 

A feature of the new hospital, he 
pointed out, will be a department 
where faith healers will be given “an 
opportunity to demonstrate their abi)- 
ity on patients under observation of 
a board of physicians, psychologists. 


Will Have a Time Limit. 

The faith ‘healer will be expected to 
set a time within which he can per- 
form his cure, Dr. .Cowles said, and 
when the time is up the results will 
be determined by the board. 

“If his claim to the cure he has un- 
dertaken is proved to be valid,” Dr 
Cowles said, “.he should be given a cer- 
tificate to that effect from fhe examin- 
ing board. . And this, I think, will 
eventually result in every healer hav- 
ing to get a certificate from a recog: 
nized. board before he is allowed to go 
about, the country claiming to cure.

with a known aria, like the “Cal- 
umny ” of “The Barber of Seville,” in 
a way to give a conventional musician 


cold chills; admit that Russian songs 


wallow in nothing lighter than the 
deepest melancholy and the most snarl- 
ing of sardonic humor, yet there is a 
big, stirring, emotional drive behind 
it all. 

Steschenko has a gorgeous voice, a 
fine figure, and a face expressly madc 
for both character acting and tragedy. 
With these qualifications, the “ Eugene 
Onegin.” aria was something to hear; 
so was the song “When the King 
Went Forth to War,” and, in somewhat 
lighter vein, Massenet’s “ Elegie.” 

There would seem to be an excellent 
chance that, given his opportunity, he 
will be something of a personality in 
the opera this winter. At the very 
least, and favorable impression or not, 
he is far from being negligible.
